SCREENINGS. 


A farmer correspondent of the 
Regina Standard vents his feelings 
regarding the law preventing an ele- 
vator from giving a farmer back the 
The idea 
of the law is that the screenings are 
the seeds of weeds and that by not 
allowing the farmer to take them back 
to his farm the spread of that many 
seeds is prevented. The correspond- 
ent points out first thatthe seeds be- 
long to the farmer, and vierefore he 
should have them. Second that the 
uses to which the farmer would put 
the seeds if he got them, that is crush 
or boil them and feed to stock, would 
effectually prevent their growth. 
Third that the screenings are not by 
any means only weed seeds. They in- 
clude small, shrunken and broken 
grain which is as valuable for feed as 
the perfect grain. And fourth that when 
ths elevator man is given all the say 
in manipulating the machinery and is 
allowed to keep the screenings he is 
apt to screen out enough small grain 
to constitute a sericus loss to the 
farmer. It really would appear that 
the farmer above all men could be 
safely trusted with weed seeds, know- 
ing the injury they are to him if 
allowed io spread. There is such a 
thing as pushing protection of people 
from themselves too far.

THOROUGHBRED STOCK. 
Improvement of the class of catile 
reared is one very wreat need of the 
farmers of the Northwest, and the 
high cost of transportation from the 
ceatves of thoroughbred stock breea- 
ing inthe east is the great ban to thit 
very desirable improvement. ‘The 
Northwest government has taken hold 
of this question in a practical way 
and has made such arrangements with 
the C. P. lt. company with certain pro- 
visions that $5 will pay freight on a 
thoroughbred bull from Ontario to any 
point in the Northwest. This is simply 
a snep for the farmer who wants to 
improve his stock and no doubt will 
be largely availed of. @he Northwest 
depariment of agriculture has fer- 
warded circulars giving full informa- 
tion as to conditions acecompaniee by 
forms of application to the several 
agricujtural societies, with whose 
secretaries they can be seen. The fol« 
lowing is a copy of the circular of in- 
formation; * 
Regina, Ist Dec., ‘99. 
Importation of pure bred bulls un- 
der goverment auspices wil! be car- 
ried on under an agreement with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
whereby the bulls, (which must be de- 
livered at some convenient point on 
the said railway in Manitoba or On- 
tario) are gathered and forwarded by 
carload lots to the west in charge of 
a reliable man and distributed at the 
destinations. The gevern- 
ment and railway company detray all 
expeases over and above the sum of 
$5.00 per head, which must. be deposit- 
ed by the appiicant. As soon as 
parties are in a position to make ap- 
piication to the department for the 
transportation of stock, blank forms 
will be supplied them, which are te be 
fiiled out, verified by statdtory de- 
claration and returned to this depart- 
ment, accompanied by the sum of $5. 
Stockmen availing themselves of 
this offer will have to make their own 
arrangements through friends, or 
otherwise, regarding the purchase of 
their bulls. If, however, a person is 
selected by a sufficient number of ap- 
plicants to purchase a full carload of 
bulls for them, he will be furnished 
free transportation to Manitoba or On 


| tario and return in charge of the car. 


His incidental expenses, up to the time 
o: taking charge of the stock in the 
east, must be defrayed by the parties 
he represents. If intending pur- 
chasers are unable to make either of 
the above arrrangements, they will, 
upon application to the departmenz:, 
be placed in communication with some 
reliable person nominated by the re- 
spective Live Stock Associations, in 
M:unitoba or Ontario, who will pur- 
chage diem what siock they require 
for a small commission. i 

It is not necessary for applivants for 
transportation of stock under this ar- 
rangement, to make their purchases 
in te east prior to filing their ap- 
Piication with the department. If 
anyoue desires to obtain the reduced 
rate in question, he should file his 
application at once and he can then 
mike his arrangements regarding the 
purchase of his stock in the east, at 
his ccnveniemce. As ihe shipment will 
not take place until May, 1900, there 
wiil be ample time to complete 
such arrangements.

WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 
The news brought by Monday’s maik 


adds little to what has already ar- 
rived by telegraph. Clearly there was 


a lull after the week of fierce fighting 
which ended at the sanguinary bat- 
tle of Modder river. And clearly also 
the successes of Gen Methuen had 
eeused a general re-organization of 
Boer plans. Yhere is no doubt that 
their advance so far into Natal was 
with a view of attracting the British 
re-inforcements to that quarter. 
When they found that notwithstand- 
ing their aggressive tactics there a 
British army was progressing rapid- 
ly. towards the vital part of their own 
ccuntry, they withdrew as quickily as 
they had, rushed forward! and no doubt 
now they are busy, transferring troops 
from! Natal to the western sids of the 
Orange Free State andas well making 
every effort to secure a rising of the 
Boers of the. northern Cape Colony. 
Losses at Modder River, 


The British lost 78 killed and 360 
wceunded at Modder river. The heav- 
iest iosers were the Argyle and Suther- 
lend Highlanders 15 killed and 95 
wounded. The Northumberland Fusil- 
iers lost 11 killed and 31 wounded. 
Second Coldstreams 10 kiiled 56 
wounded. Third Grenadiers 9- kill- 
ed and 38 woun@ed. Scots Guards, 10 
killed, 37 wounded. Second York- 
shire, 9 killed, 40 wounded. First 
North Lancashire, 3 killed, 14 wound- 
ed. Artijlery, 3 killed, 25 wounded. 
Other regiments taking part having 
only losses in weunded were the Ninth 
Lancers, Engineers, First Northum- 
beriand, First Coldstreams South! Afri- 
cam reserve, and medical corps. Seven 
are reported missing. No description 
of the battle, the battle ground or its 
probable result, had appeared. It is 
not even known on which side of the 
river the battle was fought. 

Boer prisoners captured at the bat- 
tle off Enslin who have reached Oranze 
River are suid to estimate their kill- 
ed at Belmont at 140 and at Enslin 
at 400. It is altogether improbable 
that the Boers suffered such hexvy 
losses owing to their method of war- 
fare. 

Northern Cape Colony. 

A despatch, dated DeAar, Cape 
Colony. Nov. 26, says; The Steyns- 
burg bridge, midway between Gen»c- 
al Gatacre’s headquarters at Queens- 
town and General French's headquart- 
ers at Naaupoort, was destroyed yes- 
terdav by the encmy, who appear to 
be receiving accessions of strength 
locally. 


A despatch dated Queenstown, Sun- 
day, Dec. 26th, says; The military 
Sijuatiun here is quickening. The 
opposing forces are drawing closer. 

The Boers have entered and occupied 
Stormberg and cut the railway. Gen’ 
Gatacre moved north to-day, reinforce- 
ments having arrived. Supplies are 
being: rushed forward. 


Many refugees her2 from the north 
who have lost all their effects have 
joined Brabanit’s horse im order to tak» 
a share in the fighting. 

Gen. Gatacre, ip command of the 
British forces in northern Cape: Cdlony, 
reports on Dec. Ist, no change in the 
situation. 

On the same. date it was reported 
that General French had made a re- 
ccnnaissance from Naauwpoort to 
Rosemead and had returned. 
Northern Natal. 

From Nattal it was reported on Nov. 
27th, that the 12th Lancers had at- 
tacked Piet Retrief’s force at Ween- 
an and inflicted great loss. 

The Boer loss at Beacon Hill near 
Estcourt is said to have been 30 kill- 
ed and 100 wounded. The British Icss 
was 13 killed, 64 wounded, 1 missing, 
8 prisoners. Total 86. 

General Hildyard was at Frere on 
the railway line between Estcourt and 
Colenso on Novy. 26th. Frere is about 
12 miles south of Celenso, Ladysmith 
is sbout 12 miles north of Colenso. 

The investment of Ladysmith ecan- 
not be as close as has been reported. 
A telegraph operator named Mitchell 
left there on Nov. 25th and reached 
Fietermaritzburg. He reported that 
after the assault of Nov. 9th, the Boers 
had not attacked Ladysmith. Dur- 
ing the siege only eight men had been 
killed by sbells, and in all the bat- 
tles around Ladysmith not more than 
100 British had been! killed. : 

(There are persistent reports of Gen. 
Joubert having been killed or wound- 
ed recently, hut they are not con- 
firmed. 

The Boers attempied to blow up the 
bridge across ‘heluyela river at Co- 
lensc op Tuesday, >'ov. 28th, but were 
driven off by Britisb artillery and 
mounted infantry. This is the bridge 
tha Roers said they would not destroy 
as they would need it themselves. Ap- 
parently they have changed their 
minds on that point.

Commandant Suymanj is now in com- 


Cape Town, Nov. 27;—The vern- 
ment has made public the followin 
additional details of the defence o 
Kuruman, the capital of the Bechuan- 
aland protectorate,which was formerly 
known as Moffat’s Mission Station, 
news of the attack on which place was 
recently received here by runner and 
telegraph. The commandant of the 
Boer force notified the magistrate of 
his intention to occupy the town, 
whereupon the latter informed him 
that he had orders to defend the place. 
The magistrate collected £0 men be- 
Ionging to the Bechuanaland pelice 
and (hirty half-castes, who entrenched 
themselves in the mission chapel. The 
Boers, who numbered fiva hundred, at- 
tacked} them, but the British force re- 
sisted and maintained their defence for 
six deve and six nights. The enemy 
then abandoned the attack, after hav- 
ing dost thirty of their number killed 
and wounded.

EDMONTON'S EXPANDING MARKET. 


—D. R. Ker, of the Brackman & Ker, 
Milling Company, arrived on Friday 
last from Victoria on a business trip. 
Mr: Ker is well satisfied with the ont- 
look for business for his firm both 
here and in British Columbia. With 
the extension; of the C.P.R. the Bound- 
ary Creek country has been opened 
to full minerai deveidpment; and as 
a market for Edmonton produce. Pro- 
duce can now be shipped direct from 
Edmonton to Greenwood. At Grand 
Forks a smelter costing half a million 
is in process of erection by the Granby 
Smelting Co. This company gets its 
name from the connection of many of 
its principal stockholdprs with the 
Granby Rubber Co., of Quebec. ‘The 
members of this company hold the 
largest interest in the Knob Hill and 
Old Ironsides mines at Phoenix, the 
largest: ore bodies im B.C. They have 
unlimiced capital and their smelter is 
well under way. An American com- 
pany is also arranging to put up a 
smeiter at Grand Forks, and another 
company is arranging to put up a 
smelter at Greenwvod. Of course the 
completion of the railway brings all 
these mines in touch with the smdjter 
at Trail. A pleasing feature of the 
present situation in the Boundary 
Creek country is that the great Re- 
public mining camp in the state of 
Washington finds Grand Forks its 
nearest railway point for the export cf 
ore and the import of produce. ‘This 
is a reversal of the conditions prevail- 
ing before the completion of the rail- 
way when the whole Boundary Creek 
district had to draw its supplies from 
a railway point in the state of Wash- 
ington.
